All Roads Unite to Finish Briefs and 


Rack Test Case iii Attack 


on Law 


MADISON. Wis., April 17.— (Spe­ 
cial.)— The supreme court today put 
over until the next assignm ent the 
so-called “ Soo” case, which 
ques­ 
tions the validity of the railroad rate j 
commission act. 
This case was first 
argued some three months ago and 
after considerable consideration the 
court asked for further argum ent on 
three questions, fundam ental to the 
life of the commission: 
“ W hat is the scope of review' by 
the courts of orders of the railroad 
commission of 
Wisconsin, 
contem­ 
plated in the 
railroad commission 
act?” 
“ Is It within the legislative power 
to confer upon the courts authority 
to review' the reasonableness of rules 
or orders of the railroad commis- 
sion?“ 
"W hat is the true construction of 
the word ‘unreasonable’ in said sec- ( 
tion?” 
In these questions Is Involved 
the 
general proposition of the constitu­ 
tionality of the law 
itself and the 
power of the legislature to delegate 
wide power to the commission. 
The 
principal of rate regulation, vital to 
I every commission in the country, Is 
involved in this question. 
On the part of the state the m at­ 
ter will be presented to the court by 
the attorney general's 
departm ent. 
The state has retained H. L. Butler 
of Madison as counsel and with Dep­ 
uty Attorney General Russell Jack­ 
son the case is being prepared for ar­ 
gument. 
The supreme court fixed 
the date of the hearing 
sometime 
ago as April 22, but owing to the 
fact that a num ber of railroads filed 
their briefs only yesterday, the court 
has put the case over until the next 
assignment. 
Extensive briefs have been filed In 
the m atter by the Northwestern, St. 


I Paul and the Omaha, although the

“ Soo” road. 
This indicates how de­ 
termined the 
railroads are in the 
fight.
